C., June 2.—But for

All of them were de- 
bated, but the speeches were brief 
and generally were confined to the 
immediate subject on hand.

In order 
to reach these the county school cem- 
missioners will be requested by Gov- 
ernor Brown to find out the exact 
number of these children so that they 
may be looked after in various ways. 
Literature will be sent into the iso- 
lated home to the mothers of deaf or 
dumb children which will give them 
some idea how to help the little ones 
who may not be able to go to school. 
Not to train the mute child Is to place 
it in the category of the imbecile and 
to avoid this those interested in this 
appealing phase of education will 
work.

He Urges the Higher Education 
of Women---Marriage and 
Motherhood Normal Status of 
Woman---Taft Loses His Suit 
Case.

Philadelphia, June 2.—President 
| Taft delivered the annual commence- 
| ment day oration today at Bryn Mawr 
College, where his daughter, Helen, is 
a Student. Taking for his subject 
“Higher Education for Women,” the 
president declared that he favored the 
higher education of women and safd 
that he utterly dissented from the sug- 
gestion that higher education father 
unfits them for the duties of a wife 
and mother. 

The president further told them that 
he was ready to concede that mar- 
riage and motherhood are a normal 
Status for women, and other things 
being equal, she is happier in that con- 
dition than in any other. But, Mr. 
Taft added, life is not a failure be- 
cause a woman has not*married. One 
of the greatest advantages of the 
higher education for a woman, he said, 
is the independence that it gives her 
in the choice of kind of life which 
she is ‘to lead. 

President Taft reached here shortly 
before 11 o’clock from Washington. 
After his arrival his suit case econ- 
taining his cap and gown were mis- 
laid and he was obliged to deliver his 
address clothed in his traveling suit. 

He left here at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon for Ada, Ohio, where tomorrow: 
forenoon he will address the graduat- 
ing class of the Ohio Northern Uni- 
versity.

The Overman Provision. 
The Overman provision covers a sub- 
ject broader than the transportation. 
lt provides that no interlocutory in- 


junction suspending or restraining the 


execution of any statute of a state by 
restraining the action of any officer of 
such state in the enforcement of such 
statute shall be issued by any federal 
judge upon the ground of unconstitu- 
tionality unless the application shall 
be presented to a@ justice of the su- 
preme court ‘or to a circuit judge and 
shall be heard by three judges. 

The only objection to the amend- 
ment was that its operation would not 
be limited to railroads, but there was 
a considerable vote against iit, the 
ballot resulting 33 ayes to 28 noes. 

The provision heretofore adopted, 
placing interstate telegraph and tele- 
phone lines under the supervision and 
contro] of the interstate commerce 
commission “was enlarged in compli- 
ance with a suggestion by Senator La- 
Follette, who presented the original 
amendment. As it now stands, it pro- 
vides that telegraph and telephone 
charges shall be just and reasonab'e 
and authorizes the commission to de- 
termine when they are not so. Spe- 
cial government rates and special 
rates on press'‘dispatches are authoriz- 
ed. Telegraph passes are prohibited 
to all persons. The penalty for dis- 
obeying this provision is fixed at from 
$100 to $2,000. 

Shipper to Choose Line. 

Senator Hughes, of Colorado, was 
among those who had an amendmept 
accepted. This provision gives to the 
the right to choose a line 
competing with a part of the through 
route by which hts shipment was bill- 
ed. It exempts the original carrier 
all responsibility for damage 
sustained on other than his own line, 
however. 

Mr. Sinimons sought, though inef- 
fectually, to have his physical valua- 
tion provision inserted. It was voted 
down, 30 to 42. Senator La Follette 
succeeded with two or three amend- 
ments, but failed In an effort. to ob- 
tain for shippers the right to bring 
suit in the proposed court of com- 
merce when there if a prospect that 
irreparable damage may be done’ by 
increased rates, pending the delay 
necessary to an investigation by the 
interstate commerce commission.

The expressed intention of the grand 
jury to investigate the affairs of the 
money-lenders of the city, and the re- 
fusal of*the money-lenders to appear 
before the authorized committee of the 
grand jury has started an interesting 
discussion as to the probable dbutcome 
of the matter. 

The grand jury feels that the re- 
fusal of the money-lenders to answer 
the summons is a direct affront to 
the dignity of that body, and have 
asked that Solicitor Genera! Hill ad- 
vise them as to their rights in the 
matter in order that they may take 
whatever action the siltuation demands. 


The money-lenders fel that they have 
the support of the constitutional law of 
the state in their refusal to testify 
or submit their books to the commit- | 
tee, and whfle many people believe 
that the money-lending business in the 
city is being conducted along illegal 
lines the question présents itself as to 
what course the grand jury can take 
to met the necessary evidence. 
Attorneys for several of the money- 
lenders claim that their clients are 
fully exempted by the constitutional 
law which says that no man may be 
forced to give evidence that will crim- 
inate himself; and they hold, too, that 
the act of 1904, under which the grand 
jury exercises its right to inspect the 
books of money-lenders, specifically 
states that the books are open for in- 
spection during the usual business 
hours of the money-lenders, which the 
lawyers interpret to mean that the 
grand jury has no right to command 
the books to be brought to it as ex- 
hibits, though they may visit the of- 


| mediately west 


fices and exercise the right to inspect 
the books there. They claim also that | 
there will be no cause for action 
against the money-lenders for refus- | 
ing to appear when summoned, because 
they were cited before a committee 
and not before the entire grand jury; 
for which reason they cannot be in- 
dicted for contempt. 

On the other hand the act of 1904 
allows the inspection of the money- 
lenders’ books, and while no penalty, 
other than forfeiture of license and the 
required $500 bond attached to the 
1904 law, the cumulative act of 1908 
makes {t a :misdemeanor for any 
money-lending concern to charge ex- 
cess rates.

GEORGIA HIGHWAYMAN OF THE ELECTORATE. 


Under the guise of law, the commonwealth of Georgia ap- 
pears in the role of wholesale thief of the ballots of its citizens. 

Individuals wince under the brand of the brutal old Anglo- 
Saxon epithet of—“thief.” The indictment is more appalling when 
‘applied to the official majesty of a state. Yet, in the operation 
of the new registration law and in that standard of comparisons 
afforded by the policies of other states, proof is incontrovertible. 

The recent chronicled revolt of Irwin county against the 
new registration law opens up that broad vista at the end of 


thousands the constitutionally-guaranteed rights of its citizens. 

Under the new law, the registration books close SIX 
MONTHS before a general election, in a period of political 
apathy. The date fell on April 5, almost two months ago. The 
citizens of Irwin arraigned themselves in open rebellion against 
the oppressive and illogical exactions of this freakish regulation. 
By common consent, it was agreed to ignore the law of the state 
and keep the books open several weeks longer, that citizens who 
had paid their taxes and complied in other respects with the re- 
quirements of decent citizenship should not be arbitrarily dis- 
franchised. 

In that county the registration books closed June 1. The list 
showed 238 names registered since the legal closing of April 5. 
These 238 citizens are. among the most substantial voters in the 
county. 

Irwin is not an especially large or populous county. What 
percentage of disfranchisements is it logical to infer, from the 
record in Irwin, have been aggregated throughout the state? 

The proceeding in Irwin was extra-legal. To that extent it 
was, and is, reprehensible. : 

But any law that drives the citizens of a state to such a re- 
course is a bad law! It isan inexcusable law that puts a premium 
upon its own violation. 

It is a law thrice vicious and wholly indefensible when it 
forces ordinarily law-abiding citizens to become technical law- 
breakers in order to safeguard the inalienable right of francluse. 


Georgia, which shuts off the possibility of qualifying for the elec- 
torate a full half-year before the election. One may not condone 
the extra-legal action of old Irwin. But one may indulge wonder 
that the other 145 counties were enabled to restrain themselves 
within legal bounds. 

What Georgia is to the South Atlantic states from the stand- 
points of commerce and civic purity and responsibility, Oregon 
is to the vast empire comprised in the states of the Pacific slope. 

Compare, now, Georgia and Oregon in that all-vital partic- 
ular whereby commonwealths exhaust ingenuity to keep pure the 
ballot-box. 

Recently, in the United States senate, Senator Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., of Oregon, delivered what was in substance an eulogy 
of Oregon, eminently justified, as a commonwealth which had ar- 
rived at the ultima thule in the directions of the popular will and 
the element of purity and efficiency in government. Occupying 
the sweeping premise that “Oregon has the best system of popu- 
lar government in the world today,’ Senator Bourne proceeded to 
elaborate its features, which included the Australian ballot, strong 
registration laws, the initiative and referendum, the direct pri- 
mary, the corrupt practices act and the recall. If you have not 
read the speech and want a thorough elucidation of democratic 
government in practical apotheosis, Senator Bourne will be glad 
to send you a copy. It is worth writing for. 

The senator’s assertions were not visionary theories. Oregon 
proved his case when, recently, a republican legislature, with the 
constitutional right to choose a United States senator unham- 
pered by the public will, elected the democrat, Chamberlain, be- 
cause Chamberlain had been named by the people in a direct 
primary. 

Here is the particular passage of Senator Bourne’s epochal 
speech to which we wish to direct attention, in contrast with the 
Georgia registration law and the incident in Irwin. We pretend 
to “popular government” and advocates of the early-closing law 
rhapsodize over its efficacy in “purging the electorate.” Of the 


Oregon registration law Senator Bourne said: 

Supplementing the Australian ballot law, Oregon enacted in 1899 a regis- 
tration law applying to general elections and enlarged its scope in 1904 in 
the law creating a direct primary. This law requires registration prior to 
voting in either the general or the primary election, and provides that before 
voting in a party primary the voter must, under oath, register his party affil- 
iation. Registration begins five months prior to the general glection. Regis- 
tration books are closed ten days prior to the primary election and opened 
again four days after the primary, and then kept open until about twenty 
days before the general election. A voter may register either by appearing 
at the office of the county clerk or by signing registration blanks before a 
notary public or justice of the peace. 


Oregon is among the best-governed states in the union. So 
responsive are its statesmen to the public will, that they subor- 
dinate partisan politics to the public mandate. This means Ore- 
gon’s electorate must be among the purest and freest of corrup- 
tion in the country. 

Yet— 

The registration books in Oregon OPEN five months prior 
to the general election, a full month after the “scrupulously- 
guarded” registration books of Georgia have closed. 

Yet— 

The registration books in Oregon—and registration books are, 
at the final analysis, the ultimate safeguard of the ballot—CLOSE 
ONLY TEN DAYS PRIOR TO THE PRIMARY ELECTION, 
whereas in Georgia they close a half-year before the GENERAL 
ELECTION. 

The insulting plea in Georgia is that is requires a full six 
months to purge the registration. books. 

Are the users of this plea willing to admit that the electorate 
of Georgia is about twenty times as corrupt and purchasable as 
the electorate of Oregon? 

That is the only logical assumption. . 

In the merciless light of conditions in Oregon, the revolt in 
Irwin and’ its 238 substantial white citzens who would have been 
disfranchised had they obeyed the law, appears this scathing in- 
dictment of a statute which makes farce of logic, justice and dem- 
ocratic princples— 

The new registration law does not serve‘its ostensible mission 


‘mission by— 

Picking the ballot from the pockets of thousands of honest 
white Georgians. It does worse. It hedges the ballot-box with 
such tyrannical and irrational exactons as to incite decent white 
citizens to volation of law, if they would protect their fundamenta] 
right of suffrage. : 

The first requisite of the ballot is purity. If ten days purge- 
time is enough for Oregon, sixty days purging-time is enough for

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TREMENDOUS HIT OVER STATE 
MADE BY GOOD ROADS CAMPAIGN 


By Frank Weldon. 

The State-Wide Good Roads cam- 
paign inugurated by The Constitution 
and two score of its contemporaries 
has made a tremendous hit all over 
Georgia, 

Everybody realizes that it means ac- 
tion and results; a great impetus to 
road construction and a quickening im- 
pulse to the development of the entire 
state, 

The counties which have taken the 
lead in road improvement welcome the 
movement just as heartily as do those 
counties which have been backward. 

Then, the auto tour around the state 
next fall appeals powerfully to motor- 
ists, both as a sporting event and be- 
cause the endurance contests focus 
public attention on the subject of high- 
way improvement. 

Word comes from scores of counties 
that the autoists are talking enthuasi- 
astically about the trip, and hundreds 
are figuring on entering the contest. 
There are very few towns of 100 pop- 
ulation without one or more cars, 80 
the interest extends to every corner. 
Local interest is intensified by the fact 
that every car is to start and finish at 
home or at some near-by point. Of 
course, tie tour will be open to all 
towns, whether they are on the route 
or not. Entrants may select any point 
on the road they please from which to 
start. Motorists are particularly 
pleased with this provision. 

Permanent Construction. 

The great feature of the campaign Is 
the certainty of arousing such a strong 
public sentiment that every county will 
want to hasten permanent highway 
construction. This organized movement 
sounds the death knell to temporizing, 
make-shift roadwork, for it is pro- 
posed to show that temporary work is 
costly, and out-of-date. The progres- 
sive counties are adopting the policy 
of building one mile of road which will 
last, rather than to hurry over and 
patch up 10 miles which will go to 
pieces in a few months. 

Almost without exception, the road 
authorities are studying their prob- 
lems as never before. It is’ generally 
admitted that there has been an enor- 
mous waste of money and energy. 
Hence a widespread desire to learn the 
best methods for each county. Condi- 
tions vary so widely that the methods 
suited for a county in middle Georgia 
may have to be modified in the moun- 
tains or along the coast, 

Th two points which are receivin 
the greatest attention are: 

Surface and 

Grade. 

Surface includes the question of lo- 
cation of materials. The old and oft- 
repeated injunction about drainage Is, 
of course, Kept in mina, but the surface 
of the highway is the main thing aim- 
ed at. ¢ 

A firm, smooth, resilient roadway 
with a 5 per cent grade is easier to 
negotiate than a sandy, muddy or rut- 
ty level road. The problem is how to 
get a good surface that will stand 
years of travel for the least money. 
Hundreds of miles of sand-clay road 
scattered over many counties prove 
that in fully two-thirds of Georgia the 
counties have a suitable material at 
hand from which they can build ex- 
cellent highways at a minimum cost. 


PROF. CHARLES STRAHAN 
INDORSES MOVEMENT 


Athens, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—‘The 
state press never undertook a finer 
project for Georgia,” said Professor 
Charles Strahan, head of the univer- 
sity’s engineering department, when 
asked for an expression on The Con- 
stitution’s campaign. He has studied 
the road problem in every section of 
the state, and is conceded to be an au- 
thority on highway construction. He 
makes the surveys for Clarke county, 
and is constantly consufted by Hon. 
W. S. Holman, superintendent of that 
county’s roads. Clarke is famous for 
its fine roads. 

“This campaign which the papers 
have started will be of vast benefit to 
the state, and will result in adding 
millions to the values of property. We 
are building roads here in Clarke at 4 
cost not exceeding $1.000 per mile, 
which will last fifteen to twenty years. 
Half or more of that cost goes for 
grading. We know we can ‘top-soil’ 
our roads for $500 a mile or less. Many 
a state is paying five times that sum 
for surfacing, and they are hot get- 
ting as durable a road as ours. The 
chief difference between our roads and 
those of middle and south Georgtla is 
‘that our material contains more clay 
than theirs. Ours runs about half clay 
and half sand, and we think that the

A Practical Roead-Builder. 

Superintendent W. 8. Holman has 
been building “top-soll” roads for three 
years. He has constructed fifty or 
sixty miles of this type of highway, 
and the-Lexington road, which was the 
first completed, looks as if it will 
stand for fifteen years longer without 
having to be rebuilt. It is as smooth 
as freshly-laid asphalt, and is far su- 
perior to sheet asphalt after five years. 
Mr. Holman is a member of Clarke's 
board of county commissioners. He 
takes a real pride in the work. When 
he went on the board the county had 
spent half of a $100,000 bond issue for 
machinery, equipment and 7 miles of 
road. He figured that the sand and 
clay top soil from the flelds along the 
roads would make a hard surface, and 
he tried it with even better results 
than he had hoped for. Now Clarke is 
not building any roads except with the 
“top-soil” surface. They stand up 
through the hardest winters. They do 
not cut up even during long wet 
spells. 

It would pay any north Georgia 
county to send its road superintendent 
to see Clarke’s roads. Not only are 
they firm and smooth, but the grades 
are easy, 4 per cent being the maxi- 
mum; the curves are usually sweeping, 
and the drainage is admirable. Tile 
and concrete underdrains are used. The 
old wooden drains and bridges are be- 
ing replaced with something perma- 
nent. Drain pipes and culverts are 
amply large, and the water is taken 
off the roads at frequent intervals. 
Frequently the roads are relocated, In 
work of this kind, a competent en- 
gineer saves a county much money, for 
he calculates the amount of: earth to’ 
be moved, and locates the road to save 
as much cutting, filling and hauling as 
possible. 

Clarke's main roads are 30 feet wide. 
Both Professor Strahan and §S8uperin- 
tendent Holman maintain that it is a 
mistake fo build narrow main roads. 
The ditches are 3 feet wide, shallow, 
as a rule, and the surfaced driveway i? 
16 feet wide, leaving 4 feet of shoulder 
on either side. The soil is spread on 
to a depth of 10 inches when packed. 
The crown is 1 inch to a foot. The 
county buys the the soil from farmers 
at a cost of about 830 per acre. It 
takes two acres of top soil, skimmed 
to a depth of a foot for a mile of road.

COTTON BUYERS. 
HOLD MEETING 


Plan to Meet Demands 
of European Bankers. 


Delegation of Cotton Men and 
Bankers Will Go to London 
During the Present Month To 
Attend Convention of Bank- 
ers There. 


Members of the Southeastern Cotton 
Buyers’ ‘Association, which met at the 
Piedmont yesterday, have already be- 
gun action to meet the @emands of 
European bankers relative to American 
bills of lading on cotton shipped to 
foreign ports. 

At the meeting it was determined to 
send a delegation- of cotton men and 
bankers to London during the present 
month to attend a convention of Eu- 
ropean bankers which is to meet there. 
This delegation will go with the pur- 
pose of laying before the bankers one 
or more plans looking to safeguarding 
European bankers against the issuance 
of fraudulent bills of lading at interior 
points. A number of plans, all of them 
believed to be practical, were sub- 
mitted to the association by various 
members, and a committee is now con- 
sidering each of these plans with a 
view to selecting those most suitable. 
A report of the committee will be made 
to the association today. It is the con- 
census of opinion of the members of 
the association that a satisfactory ar- 
rangement can be made with the for- 
eign bankers. 

The meeting was really a conference 
between the cotton buyers, bankers 
and railroad officials, all of whom are 
vitally interested in the matter of bills 
of lading. Both the bankers and the 
railroad men assured the cotton buy- 
ers that they -were ready and willing 
to do everything in their power to as- 
sist American buyers and foreign buy- 
ers in getting together on the proposi- 
tion. 

Several Plans Proposed. 

Several plans were proposed, all of 
them looking to the guaranteeing to 
foreign bankers the genuineness of 
bills of lading issued against cotton 
shipped from inland points in the 
south. A. P. Coles aanounced that the 
Central Bank and Trust Corporation is 


was directed to pay from the proceeds |ready to guarantee the genuineness of 


| bills of lading for 5 cents per bale. 

)} L. M. Bashinsky, of Troy, Ala, sug- 
gested that the roads be allowed to is- 
sue bills of lading as at present, but 
that the banks be required to receive 
these bills from a personal represent- 
ative of the road issuing them. He 
pointed out that the alleged forgeries 
in Alabama which have caused the 
present trouble, could not have oc- 
curred had the banksy cashing the bills 
of lading received them from some of- 
ficial of the roag in person. 

Frank M. Inman, of this city, sug- 
gested that each bank cashing the 
bills of lading have one of its em- 
ployees determine whether or not the 
cotton had really been delivered to the 
roads for shipment before the bills of 
lading are cashed. 

I. Weil, of Montgomery, laid out a 
plan for the establishment of a check- 
ing and information bureau which 
would keep a complete check on all 
cotton from the time of its shipment 
unt it was turned over to its con- 
signees in Europe. He stated that he 
believed such bureaus could be main- 
tained so that the cost per bale would 
not exceed more chan 3 cents. The only 
objection advanced to Mr. Weil’s sug- 
gestion was that the plan was rather 
cumbersone. There were a number of 
his suggestions, however, which met 
with favor. 

Committee Is Named. 

After a general discussion of these 
plans, a committe consisting of S. B. 
Brown, of Albany,’ Ga.; IL Weil, of 
Montgomery; Frank M. Inman, of At- 
lanta; W. O. Jones, of Elberton, Ga; 
G. A. Nicholson, of Atlanta; L. M, 
Bashinsky, of Troy, Ala., and C. B. 
Howard, of Atlanta, was appointed to 
take the various plans under advise- 
ment, formulate one or more plans 
from them and report at the meeting of 
the associatiop to be held this morn- 
ing. Th sense of the body seemd 
to be that some method of having 
the banks certify to the genuineness of 
the bills of lading would be most ac- 
ceptible. ix

Writes in Behalf of His

Fred Langaw Crushed 
Under Stalwart Lad. 


Accident Occurred in the Home

WAL RIGHTS 


St. Louis, Mo., June 3.—Missouri dem- 
ocrats of all factions at the dinner 
here tonight heard former Governor 
Joseph W. Folk announce the princi- 
ples on which, it is said, he will seek 
the presidential ‘nomination in 1912. 
The dinner was in charge of men who 
have been promoting the boom of the 
former governor. 


“The doctrine of equal rights should. 


be made a living, vital and controlling 
force in the government,” said Mr. 
Folk, after he had listened to demo- 
orats from ail parts of the state tell 
the guests that the former governer 
they should indorse Por the presidency. 

“The democratic party,” continued 
Mr. Folk, “should insist upon the 
stamping out of graft and corruption 
from every department of the govern- 
ment; the eradication of all special 
favors, including bounties, subsidies 
and a tariff for any purpose other 
than revenue. 

Honest Enforcement of Law Needed. 

"We need the honest, sincere en- 
forcement of the laws we already have, 
and the regulation of the rates of pub- 
Mo utility corporations upon a reason- 
able basis, that justice may be done 
the people and a fair return for the 
amount actually invested be af- 
forded.” 

Other principles named by the speak- 
er were the restriction of American 
territory to the western hemisphere as 
@ necessary corrollary of the Monroe 
dootrine, the extension of American 
trade by revising the restriction upon 
commerce, a just income tax, the elec- 
tion of United States senators by di- 
rect vote and unrelenting opposition to 
the domination in public affairs of spe- 
cial interests, and the elimination of 


5 such influences from politics.

ATTEMPT AN ALIBI 
rOR Ji D, GARRISO 


tiga: 

Macon, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Did 
J. D. Garrison fire the shot that 
killed J. W. Toney, merchant, on the 
night of April 18 as the man slept 
in bed with his wife and a baby on 
his very arms? If #0, what was the 
motive? 

These are questions that have rested 
on the very lips of throngs of people 
who crowded the superior court room 
all day to watoh the developments in 
the trial of J. D. Garrison, a man 
hardly 19 years of age. 

Able Lawyers Engaged on Case. 

With almost an even break in the 
showing before the jury, the day was 
closed by two of the ablest lawyers at 
the Macon bar opposing each other in 
the battle. 

Judge John Ross upturned every 
point he could muster in his effort to 
destroy the power of Mrs. Toney’s 
declaration that she saw Garrison pull 
open the sliding doors and enter and 
fire upon her husband. She described 
the murderer’s clothing and said she 
knew it was Garrison. 

Solicitor Genera] Grace offered tes- 
timony that Garrison had _ disputed 
with Toney and had bitter feelings 
over an account. He also late this af- 
ternoon offered § further testimony 
through Olerk Macy at the Toney store 
that Garrison was at the store late 
Saturday night and saw Toney take 
his cash, about §600 home with him. 

Attempt to Establish Alibi. 

On the other hand Operator Quigg, 
who eved Garrison at the junction, 
testified for the defense that Garrison 
was at his post of duty the very mo- 
ment Mrs. Toney said the killing oc- 
curred a mile away and a walk of 
fully 80 minutes. Other railroad men, 
however, found Garrison at the place 
at 2 o’clock, 50 minutes after the kill- 
ing. 

A telephone gir! testified that Gar- 
rison answered the phone at the junc- 
tion at the time the killing was said 
to have occurred at the home a mile 
awey. 

Garrison stated that he had dealt 
Pleasantly with Toney most of the 
time and Toney had assisted him in 
securing credit during Illness. 

Defendant Makes Good Showing. 

Garrison, himself, made a fairly 
strong statement, giving a full history 
of his labors in Macon and his going 


to the Toney residence to live. 


There were character witnesses from 
Garrison’s old home in Tennessee, who 
said he was a man of steady, good 
character, without reproach. More tes- 
timony will probably go in tomorrow 
morning. 

Garrison's wife was by his side in 
court all day. His father was present 
and a number of friends remained with 
him in court. It will take all the week 
to finish the case.

ARE MOVING SLOWLY

New York, June 2.—The speculation 
in securities today showed a disposition 
to pause end take stock of the situa- 
tion created by the injunction against 
Western trunk line freight rates. There 
seemed tg be a consciousness devyl- 
oped that the headlong rate at which 
the damage feared from this action 
Was Deing discounted might have in it 
& quality of heedlessness. The ques- 
tion arose in the mind of eager sell- 
ers of stocks whether they might not 
be sacrificing their own holdings and 
at the-same time playing into the hands 
other speculators over whom they 
were seeking to obtain advantage. The 
new measure inaugurated by the de- 
partment of justice remained the cen- 
tral topic of discussion, but that dis- 
cussion showed a groping lack of clear 
conception of the proper significance 
to attach to the matter. 

On the part of stock market oper- 
ators and, to some extent, of railroad 
officials, there is heard some criticism 
of the western trunk line committee 
for the methods they pursued in seek- 
ing the rate advances which have been 
enjoined. The fact that one agent was 
used by all the railroads in giving no- 
tices of the advance, is sighted as al- 
most a challenge to the government 
authorities to test the prohibition of 
rate agreements in the anti-trust law. 
It is supnosed that the advocacy of 


|'an amendment to authorize agreements 
| by 


administration emboldened the 
railroads to attemnt this test of the 
question. Meantime, the rejection in 
Congress of the proposed authorization 
of railroad agreements on rates left it 
ally mandatory on the law of- 
There 
amongst railroad men 
that the law recuiring the filing of 
rates, which it is held must be _ uni- 
form in the nature of the case, and the 
law against agreement on rates are 
eonfifeting and irreconciliable. If the 
present action shall result jn resolving 
the anomaly. it will be welcomed by 
the railroads. 

There is the further criticism of the 
western trunk line committee that its 
action was precipitate and designed 
to forestall the provisions of the pend- 
ing railroad bill for reference of rate 
changes to the commerce court. The 
purpose to prevent an evasion of the 
requirements of the new law is sug- 
gested as a motive-for the attorney 
zweneral’s action. as much as to con- 
test the advance in rates as such. 
There was much interest in this con- 
nection in what action would be taken 
toward the propos2d advances by the 
Central Freight Association. on which 
notices were filed todav to take effect 
Tulv 1, when the provisions of the new 
law. presumably, will be in force.
